The sharpest words ever publicly 
addressed to olficors of the United 
States 
army or the 
navy by their 
commander-in-chief aro contained in a 
letter of President Wilson, made pub­ 
lic, bringing to an official end the af­ 
fair of the Carabao dinner in W ash­ 
ington last week. 


References 
to 
the administration 
policy in the Philippines and to Sec­ 
retary of State Bryan, which were a 
feature of the humorous program of 
the dinner, were responsible for the 
president's severe rebuke of the offi­ 
cers of both services. 


Secretary Garrison and 
Secretary 
Daniels announced that they had de­ 
cided that the reprimand which the 
president directed they should admin­ 
ister to those responsible for the fea­ 
tures of the dinner, regarded by the 
president as offensive, should take the 
form of sending to each member of 
the dinner committee a copy of the 
presidents letter. The Wilson letter 
was addressed to the two secretaries 
in response to their report on the Car­ 
abao dinner, made by direction of the 
president. 


As a m atter of regulations it is 
likely that the fact of their being rep­ 
rimanded will bo entered upon tho 
record of each officer who JLs to re­ 
ceive it. 


It is felt that the severest punish­ 
ment of tho officers heM miponsiblo 
for the objectionable 1’eati.n s of the 
dinner lies in the publication of tho 
president's letter with its caustic re­ 
flections. 


Tho officers who will receive t ’^o 
reprim and are the members of tho 
comm it too which arranged tho Cara­ 
bao dinner, held Dec. 11. Th' commit­ 
tee ad as members many o. tho high­ 
est army and navy officers in W ashing­ 
ton, including Rear Admiral Thomas 
B. Howard, Major General W. P. Bid­ 
dle, until recently commandant of the 
Marine 
Corps; 
Brigadier 
General 
Frank McIntyre, 011101’ of the insular 
bureau, and Colonel II. C. Heisland, 
adjutant general of the army. 


In the president's letter addressed 
to Secretaries Garrison and Daniels 
the president says that the officers 
who were responsible for the program 
deserve a serious reprim and and asks 
what is to be thought of officers of the 
army and navy who think it good form 
to bring their official superiors into 
ridicule and the policies of the gov­ 
ernment. He adds: “If this is their

Homes Are Proof of Worth. 


To the outside world perhaps the 
Widow's Pension act passed in Jersey 
last July is a hazy reality, the real sig­ 
nificance of which is hardly appreciat­ 
ed. 
It is only when one can peer into 
a home where the pension has come— 
or perhaps, more aptly, has peered in­ 
to it before and after the coming— 
that it dawns on one what this pen­ 
sioning of widowed women who have 
children dependent upon them really 
means. 


Briefly the widows’ pension was the 


hand the hair of a five-year-old boy 
who clung to her dress. 
The other 
children, a girl of eight and a boy of 
seven, looked up at her as children 
only can look at those they trust.

This was a difficult mat­ 
ter, as they had burrowed retreats in 
all parts of the island.

plants. The total expenditures of thli 
corporation for that purpose are in 
excess of 1500,000 annually, and II 
has been estimated that, as a result 
of this investment, serious Injuries tc 
workmen in this group of mills hav< 
decreased fully 20 per cent, ln twr 
years. 


RECENT INVENTIONS. 


Probably the most striking proof of 
the changing order in the world of in­ 
dustry, writes Henry Harrison Lewis, 
In Business, is to be found in tne re­ 
markable interest now shown ln tnis 
country in the prevention of indus­ 
trial accidents and the equitable com­ 
pensation of injured 
workmen, 
it 
probably serves no purpose to point 
out that Germany has been intelligent­ 
ly and scientifically conserving her 
working classes for thirty years, and 
certain other European countries al­ 
most as long, except to show tnat we 
are laggards in industrial progression. 


Less than five years ago intelligent 
and systematic prevention of indus­ 
trial accidents was 
practically 
un­ 
known in the United States except ln 
a lew advanced factory plants and on 
certain large railways. Not only were 
safety devices conspicuous by tfcelr 
absence, but in the m atter of employ­ 
ers’ liability, the ancient clauses of 
“fellow servant,” “contributory negli­ 
gence” and “assumption of risk” were 
extremely active ln all liability suite 
at law.

The children will be decked out in gorgeous 
colors; they will throng the streets, clattering 
along on their wooden clogs in pigeon toed but 
joyful haste, and shouting “Banzai!" to friends 
and foreigners. 
In the streets clowns will per­ 
form strange antics, exclaiming loudly mean­ 
while: 


“Hail, hail, ye gods of heaven and earth! 
Sig­ 
nificant omens are in the air, and the universe is 
full of lucky signs." 


To accompaniment of flute and 
drum, 
two- 
legged lions will give the 
“lions' 
dance“ 
in 
masque. 
Strange masqueraders will dart hither 
and thither through streets and temple gardens. 


It will be a happy time for Japanese children. 
For three glad days every little girl will expect 
to play her favorite game of shuttlecock and bat­ 
tledore. 
The boys will fly their brand pew kites. 
The children will play games with brightly col­ 
ored balls, chanting countless rhymes. 
Grown 
people will play New Year’s card games. 
The 
firemen will give acrobatic exhibitions on their 
ladders. Every nook and corner of Japan will be 
in gala dress and gala mood. 


Northern France is not far behind Japan in ap* 
predation of the significance of the New Yean 
There Christmas, so important on our calendar, is 
»carcely celebrated, except by attendance at mid­ 
night mass and by a festal supper. 
But the last 
night of the year, the “Vigil of St. Silvestre/' calls 
for observance, and the first day of the new year, 
“le jour de l'an," or “le jour d'etrene," is dedicated 
to the renewal of friendship and to general gift 
giving. 


So universal, in fact, has the custom become of 
giving presents and pretty little souvenirs that the 
expression “bonne etrene” means good fortune 
and “mal etrenne" misfortune. 
Candy and flow­ 
ers are acceptable gifts in France, but there is 
only one real rule in the^matter—a New Year's 
gift must not be useful. 
A 
* 


In most Scotch households, as in France, New 
Year's day takes the place of Christmas, an evi­ 
dence of ancient sympathy when both countries 
regarded England as a mutual enemy. On the last 
night of the year, in rural district, groups of men 
and boys go dleguished from house to house sing­ 
ing curious songs, such as this: 


Rise up, good wife, and shak' yer feather«. 
Dinna think that we are beggars; 
We are baJrnies come to play. 
JRiso up and give us hogmanay. 


When they have received the cakeg and coins 
they .expect they go on to the next place, ilrst, 
jlu^ever, having chalked the house, in tvken of 
#004 ¿uck. JNiext morning aJl the children get up 
View with Wide and interested eyes the 
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blue and white mark» that decorate every dwell­ 
ing in the village. 


Scotland is, as well, the land of cakes, and at 
this season the bakers’ shops are filled with 
toothsome dainties, sugar covered and mottoed 
in ice. 


Germany observes various customs. 
Calls are 
made on January 1, and gifts are exchanged; 
delicious little cakes are eaten in honor of the 
festal day. 
Different neighborhoods have char­ 
acteristic rites and superstitions. 


Thus, in the Black Forest a workman likes to 
work a little bit at his trade the first day of the 
year, to coax luck in business; most picturesque 
is the vender of clocks, who sets out to sell one at 
least of his wares. 
Munich drinks deep to the 
health of the season in good Bavarian brew7. 


Jena, whose people recognize descent from those 
ancient Germans who believed in a god 
that 
brought light and warmth each year into the 
world to overcome the cold and dark of winter, 
builds in its public square at New Year's time a 
great bonfire, which typifies this ever new gift 
of the genial old deity that loved warmth and 
gave light. 


Thither at midnight the people carry the things 
they wish to cast out of their lives wilu the old 
year. 


Fire as a New Year’s symbol is favored in 
Wales, as well. 
There fires are burned on New 
Year's day to purify the house for the entrance of 
a new and gladsome era; and the ashes are kept 
sacredly from year to year, esteemed for special 
medicinal virtues. 


The ringing of bells to. announce the death of 
the old year and the birth of the new one is 
common in England and Scotland and in some 
parts of the United States. 
In many English 
churches impressive midnight services are held. 


In the dales of Westmoreland It is usual to 
open the west door to let the old year out and to 
open the east door to let the new year in. 


In England it is still an enjoyable practice to 
offer a mince pie to every caller during the last 
week of the old year, for every pie eaten under a 
different roof represents a happy month during 
the year to coine. Often as January 1 draws near 
one hears the expression: 


“Thanks, I have eatqn my twelve, so please ex­ 
cuse me.“ 


What probably is the strangest New Year’s rite 
is held in the revenues mountains, in southern 
France. 
At the last evening mass of the old 
year the herds and flocks of the peasantry are 
gathered before the portico of the little stone 
church high up on the mountain side and are 
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blessed by the priest and sprinkled with holy win­ 
ter by the acolyte who follows him, in order that 
that this, the sole wealth of the countryside, may 
increase and prosper during the year to come. 


The sight of the holy hour is vonderful. As the 
church bell tolls above them the frightened ani­ 
mals bleat and bellow and try madly to escape. 
First the oxen are blessed, then'the cows, next 
the sheep and lambs, and finally the goats and 
pigs. 


Throughout Europe many delightful 
custom« 
prevail. 
In Scandinavia a feast is always pre­ 
pared for the little birds, which might otherwise 
go hungry, on account of the deep snows. 


In Holland, as in Scotland, the wind is noted 
with care, because the luck of the year will be 
determined by the direction whence it blows. The 
south wrind brings heat and fertility, the west 
wind milk and fish, the north wind cold and 
storm, and east wind a fruitful season. 


In Italy the New Year is a day of greeting and 
good will and special feasting. 
Sicilian peasants 
take advantage of the fete to drive to town in 
their gay carts, so that the country roais are 
merry with the music of tinkling bells. 


And Swiss folk, practical, industrious, atop their 
work for the nonce and visit friends, even when 
they have to carry their babies down the moun* 
tain slopes in cradles on their heads. 


Bulgaria’s heart history is of especial moment 
just now. On happy New Year’s day in Bulgarian 
villages the small boys run from house to house 
waving branches of the cornel tree and shouting 
greetings as they tap all they meet with the luck 
bringing branches. 


Bulgarian girls go through an interesting cere* 
mony in an effort to pry into the secrets of the 
days to come. On New Year's eve a queen, chosen 
by lot, guards a kettle full of water, in which both 
men and maidens have dropped finger rings 01 
some personal trinkets. Till dawn she watches. 


Then to an open place in the center of the vil­ 
lage she takes the precious kettle, covered with a 
cloth, a dancing, singing crowd following her. An 
oracle, who has been selected for eloquence of 
speech, proclaims successive fortunes. He crtes: 


“The lucky girl whose ring shall appear shalJ 
marry the best man in the village.“ 


The queen of the festival dips her hand into 
the kettle and brings forth a ring, and its owner 
receives it from her secure in the belief that good 
luck betides her matrimonially before another 
New Year.

man wu8 kind enough to try and patch 
up a peace. 
He recommended over­ 
tures from the husband, and suggest­ 
ed that he should WTite to his spouse 
the simple and 
touching 
message: 
"May Heaven cherish and keep you. 
from your affectionate husband John." 
This John duly dispatched on a pic­ 
ture postcard, but he 
omitted 
tho 
comma, and the message ran: "May 
Heaven cherish 
and 
keep you from 
your affectlonato husband John.” 


The misplacing of a comma involved 
two big commercial houses in a law­ 
suit. A memorandum wp 
'nt: "Can 
let you have the hund. a pieces at 
sixteen and nine, thousand more 
at 
samo rate." 
When the message 
ar­ 
rived it read: "Can let you have tho 
hundred pieces at sixteen, and nine 
thousand more at samo rate." A care­ 
less clerk had transposed a comma, 
t unconscious of the part it 
was 
des­ 
tined to play. 


Clerics are fond of quoting the prov­ 
erb "For one point Raynhard lost his 
priory." 
The story goes, that in pre­ 
reformation days, a good 
and 
holy 
prior, Clement, ruled over 
his 
reli­ 
gious house with great wisdom and 
liberality. 
Over the entrance to the 
priory ho caused to be written up: 
"Be open evermore, O thou my door, 
To none be shut, to

This free invitation was generously 
Interpreted by the mendicants, and

Re­ 
cently Commissioner Shields celebrat­ 
ed his seventy-second birthday, and it 
found him still holding office after 
fifty-seven years of service. 


Commissioner Shields is the patri­ 
arch of all federal officials. Mention 
is never made of the commissioner in 
print without speaking of his whis­ 
kers. 
They are snow 
white, 
silky, 
long and full, and he wears them part­ 
ed in the middle, like Lord Dundreary. 
They bespeak venerability, but they 
are the only symptom of age to be 
found anywhere in the commissioner'* 
personal neighborhood. 


"I have served the government fifty- 
seven years,” the commissioner said 
to a reporter, “and the only reason" 
that I probably will not serve It for fifty-seven years more is that I possibly 
will not live that long. If I do, however/you probably will find me still here 
at the end of that time.” 


In April, 1855, Johnny Shields, • sixteen years old, entered the govern­ 
ment’s employ as a messenger boy. He put in his spare time studying law. 
In 1869 John A. Shields, thirty years old and a member of the bar, was ap­ 
pointed United States commissioner. In 1888, at the age of forty-nine, he 
was made clerk of the United States circuit court, which office he has held 
continuously ever since. 
Thousands upon thousands of dollars have been 
received by him for the government in the ordinary routine of his office 
duties, a single day’s fines once amounting to over $100,000 in some railroad 
rebate cases. 


JUDGE WALTER BORDWELL 


Judge Walter Bordwell was the pre­ 
siding judge In the McNamara trial 
at Los Angeles, which abruptly ended 
by the confession of guilt ¿f the ac­ 
cused, and it was he who pronounced 
the prison sentences upon the broth­ 
ers. The judge issued a formal state­ 
ment giving his views as to the trial 
and especially what brought about its 
termination. This, he said, was done 
with the hope of correcting if possible 
some misconceptions due to errone­ 
ous publications. 


In the first place, the Judge declared, 
the claim or suggestion that the ter­ 
mination of the cases was due to the 
efforts of outsiders who undertook to 
influence the officers of the court— 
other than the judge—was without 
Justification in fact. 
He also de­ 
nounced the claims of a certain writ­ 
er and of other persons for him that 
the change of pleas from "not guilty” 
to "guilty” was due to his efforts as 
groundless. The district attorney, the 
judge said, acted entirely without regard to the outsiders and on lines de­ 
cided upon before the latter appeared on the scene. 
The district attorney, 
according to Judge Bordwell, could have had James B. McNamara’s plea of 
guilty long before If he had been willing to dismiss the cases against his 
brother, but he refused. 


"The lesson taught by the cases,” Judge Bordwell concluded, "is that 
the law must be rigorously enforced against all offenders—whether they be 
rich or poor, high or low, capitalists or laborers—and that only by obedience 
to the law can society be maintained or its blessings enjoyed.1»»

Persons who have lived in Mexico, 
says the New York Sun, have acquired 
a taste for rice polenta, which calls for 
a cupful of rice, a tablespoonful each 
of butter, vinegar and molasses, a 
tablespoonful of mustard, a teaspoon­ 
ful of onion Juice, salt and pepper. 
Boil the rice until tender and drain. 
Then rub It through a sieve and mix 
with the other ingredients. 
Cook all 
together about ten minutes and serve 
as a vegetable. 


For Spanish rice, brow*n half a cup­ 
ful of rice in hot fat, add an onion 
chopped fine, a tomato and a mashed 
clove or garlic. 
Cover with hot wa­ 
ter, season with salt and pepper and 
cook in the rice until it is tender, add­ 
ing water as it is needed, but not stir­ 
ring. 


For rice tortillas, mix a cupful of 
flour, a cupful of rice, half a cupful 
of milk, a tablespoonful of butter and 
a little salt. 
Knead mixture thorough­ 
ly, break off pieces and pat into cakes 
until each cake is large and very thin. 
Bake on a griddle until brown. 


To make cheese cakes, bring half 
a cupful of milk and two tablespoon­ 
fuls of butter to a simmer, and then 
stir in a tablespoonful of flour mixed 
with three tablespoonfuls 
of 
boiled 
rice. 
When the milk is all taken up 
gradually four eggs thoroughly beat­ 
en and a cupful of grated cheese. 
Season 
highly 
with 
salt, 
pepper 
ana cayenne, take from the fire, make 
into cakes and fry in hot fat. 


Minced ham and boiled rice mixed 
together and filled into individual bak­ 
ing dishes with an egg on the top 
make an excellent luncheon dish. Fill 
the little dishes about half full of the 
rice and, ham mixture and put them 
into the oven until they are 
heated 
through. 
Then remove, drop an egg 
into each with bits of butter, salt and 
pepper over the top, and bake until 
the white is set. 


Cakes made of corn meal and »cold 
boiled rice make a variation in the 
breakfast breads. Use a cupful of rice 
to tw o ,cupfuls of the meal and mix in 
a tablespoonful of flour, a teaspoonful 
of salt/, a well-beaten egg, two cupfuls 
of milk, a tablespoonful of butter and 
two heaping tablespoonfuls of baking 
powder. 
Bake in gem tins for 20 
minutes. 


For rice pudding without eggs turn 
half a pound of well-washed rice into 
a buttered pan with three cupfuls of 
cold milk. Sweeten and flavor to taste, 
grate a little nutmeg over the top 
and scatter a few bits of butter, and 
bake for three hours at least in a very 
slow oven. 


For rice chocolate pudding, soak half 
an ounce of gelatine in a cupful of 
cold milk and meantime grate three 
ounces of chocolate into a pint 
of 
scalding hot milk. Turn the chocolate 
and milk over the gelatine, and when 
the gelatine is dissolved stir in a cup­ 
ful of sugar, the whites of four eggs 
and a teaspoonful of vanilla.

the mixture is very cold whip it to a 
froth, turn it over cold boiled rice and 
«erve very cold.

It is gratifying to note that the bill 
for tho creation of a federal health, 
board will not be allowed to pass with­ 
out a protest 
Reports of organized 
resistance come from all parts of the* 
country, and It may be that the oppo­ 
sition will soon bo sufficiently solidl* 
fled to defeat a project that promise« 
infinite mischief for the community, 
and suffering and injustice for the in- 
dividaL, 


Tho proposal Is baaed upon those 
specious claims that are notoriously 
hard to controvert. 
If a federal health 
board were to confine its activities to 
the promulgation of salutary advice 
upon hygienic matters, to the abate* 
ment of quackery, and to the purity of 
drugs, it -might be possible to sar 
much In Its favor, although It w<u!d 
still be difficult to say that such an 
organization Is needed. 
But we kr.»»w 
that it will attempt to do far n> »re 
than this, seeing that its adherents 
have loudly proclaimed their 
inten­ 
tions. 
Indeed, there is 
no 
s e c r e t 
about them. 
It ia confidently exported 
that the board will consist of advo­ 
cates of one school of medicine only 
and that the methods of that school 
will be not only recommended, but 
enforced upon the nation. 
Indeed a 
bocrd that was in any way representa­ 
tive of the medical profession as a 
whole would be stultified by Its own 
disagreements. 
Outside the domain 
of simple hygiene, for which we need 
no federal board at all, there Is no 
single point of medical practice upon 
which allopaths, homeopaths, eclectics 
and osteopaths could be in unison. 
Any board that could be devised by 
the wit of man must be composed of 
representatives of ono school 
only, 
and this means that all other school» 
are branded as of an inferior caste, 
even though nothing worse happened 
to them. 
And something worse would 
happen to them. If wo are to estab lish 
a school of medicine, if we are to as­ 
sert that tho government of the t’nit- 
ed States favors one variety of prac­ 
tice more than others, why not estab­ 
lish also a sect of religion and be­ 
stow 
special 
authorities 
upon Bap­ 
tists, Methodists and 
Episcopalian*? 
An established school 
of 
relight* 
conjecture seems somewhat less 
ob­ 
jectionable than an established 
sect 
of pseudo-scientific conjecture. 


Those who suppose that a federal 
board of health would have no concern 
with individual rights are likely . to 
find themselves undeceived. 
It is for 
the purpose of interfering with indi­ 
vidual rights that the proposal 
baa 
been made. 
We need no 
special 
knowledge of conditions to be aware 
that wfhat may be called unorthodox 
methods of healing have made sad in­ 
roads Into the orthodox. 
Homeopathy 
claims a vast number of 
adherents 
who are Just as well educated and Just 
as intelligent as those who adhere to 
the older school. 
Osteopathy, eclecti­ 
cism, and half a dozen other method* 
of practice are certainly not 
losing 
ground. 
Beyond them Is the vast and 
increasing army of those who may be 
classed under the general and vague 
name of mental healers. 
Those who 
are addicted to any of these forms of 
unorthodoxy need have no doubt as 
to the purposes of the federal health 
board. 
Those purposes are to make 
it difficult for them to follow 
their 
particular fads and fancies, to lead 
them, and if necessary to drive them, 
from medical unorthodoxy to medical 
orthodoxy. 
’ 


Now the Argonaut holds no brief 
for any of the excesses and the super­ 
stitions connected with the care of the 
body in which this age is so rife. 
But 
it does feel concerned for the preser­ 
vation of human liberty and for the 
rights of the Individual to doctor him­ 
self in any way he pleases so long as 
he does not indubitably threaten the 
health of the community. 
He may 
take large doses or small ones, or no 
doses at all; he may be massaged, 
anointed with oil, or prayed over, Just 
as the whim of the moment may dic­ 
tate, and probably it makes no par­ 
ticle of difference which he does 
But 
he has the right to choose, Just as he 
chooses the color of his necktie or the 
character of his underclothing. 
It is 
not a matter In which any wise gov­ 
ernment will seek to interefere. 
Thts 
is precisely the liberty that the health 
board Intends to 
take 
from 
him. 
Orthodox medicine, conscious of Its 
losses, is trying to buttress itself by 
federal statute, to exalt allopathy to 
the status of a privileged caste, and 
to create an established school of 
medicine just as some other countries 
have allowed themselves to create an 
established school of religion. 
It #s 
for the common sense of the commu­ 
nity to rebuke that effort and to re­ 
pel an unwarranted invasion upon ele­ 
mentary 
human 
rights.— San 
Fran­ 
cisco Argonaut.
